Tne Imperial Government has been patient enough, after the occupa- 
tion of Nankiuz, to give the Last onportuniiy to the Chinese national govern- 
ment for reconeidsiing the situation. But they do not understand our real 
intention, atvermt foollerly to coveterattact, disvegaré the greatest dis- 
tress of the perpie at home aad do not mind the peace of the entire Zast Asia, 
Thereupon, the Importea veranent will now cave for the National Government 
hereafter, a. expect the es.adiislment and development of a new government 
of China that vill really bs worthy coailtion with our Empire. ‘Ye desire to 
strive , rising vader cvoperetion with euch new government, to arrange the 
relation vetween tne two courtrles and to construct a new revived China, of 
course, there wiil tenot even a ciignt change in our policy that respects 
the territorialivy and sovereiguty of China and the rights and interests of 
other powers in China, Our responsibility for the peace of the East Asia 
is now increaring heavier end heavier, It is the most earnest desire of the 
Government that our people devote themselves to perform this important mission

Now, by the auguet virtue of His Majesty the Buperor, the Imperial 
Army ané. Nev" have already captured Kwantunz, Rankow and Uchanzg, and have 
overcome the irmortant districts of China. The National Government is now 
merely a local regime. But, 80 far »s the same Government adheres to the 
pro~comminiem and anti-Japanese policy, we will never lay aside our arnt 
until they are completely annihilated, It is the establishment of a new 
ovéer thet will enable us to maintain permanent peace of Tast Asia, that 
the Tmoire sesks. This is realiy the ultimate object of the present expe 
dition. To realize this new order it is extremely essential to bring Japan, 
Manchoulmo and China into fraternal linked relation in the fields of politics, 
economics, culture and so forth, and moreover, to establish international 
justice, cerry out the common defence »gainet communism, create a new civi~ 
lizetion and realize economic unification, This mst really be the vay to 
statilize the Eest Asia and contribute to the progress of the world, 


What the Bopire demands China is to take her own share in the task 
of establishing a new order in the Zast Asia, The “mpire expects the Crinese 
people would unceretane perfectly our real intention and respond to our coope) 
tion. Of course, even the aticnal Government, only if it gives up ite guidir 
policy which it has peen tokine, rcalizee its rebirth by making shifts in 
persomel and participates in construction work for the new order, our Mopire 
will never reject its cooperation, Tere is no douvt that all the powers of 
the world would also perfectly understand our real intention and adapt them- 
selves to the new situation in the East Asia, ‘te here express our hearty 
gratitude for the warm frienéshin shown by our brotherly Powers. We believe 
thet the establishment of a new order in the Fast teia is based upon the 
spirit of the founcation of our Dupire, and ite completion is an homorevlé 
mission cherged upon the present Japanese peoples. 
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The “mpire should enforce the renovation in the various internal 
affaires, enlarge the totel national power, and strive for the completion

4, “Premier Konoye's convergation concerning the readjustment of the 
relations with the reborn China," 22 December, 1938 (13th year of Showa) 


The Goverament, as it Was clarified by the second statement issued 
thie year, is determined to dovote consistently to the comolete destruction of 
the anti-Japanese “ational Government by force, and at the same time to the 
establishment of a new order in the Z-st Asia, co-operating with the thoughs- 
ful persons of the same epirit in Chime, We now realize that the tendency 
toward revival is so remarkable and an opportunity ie so quickly ripening for 
the construction in varicus parts of China. 


Hereby, the Government wants to make public our basic policy to 
ac just the relations “ith the revive? new China at home and abroad in order 
to make the world understand our real intention, Japan, Manchoukuo and China 
ehould unite with the establishment of new order in the Zast Asia as their 
common object realize good neighborshin and friendship, common defense against 
communiam and economical collaboration. For this, nothing is more necessary 
for China than to ¢ciscard her old prejucices, and to abandon her foolish 
resistance against Japan and her attitude hanging on to Manchoukuo, Frankly 
speaking, Japan wante China to positively make friendly relation with Man- 
choukuo, Secondly, as the influence of Communism is not to be allowed to 
exist in the Exet Asia, Japan considers the conclusion of Jupan-China 
Anti-Communistic Agreement as the essential condition for readjusting the 
~elations between Japen and China, in view of the spirit of the Japan-Germany- 
Italy Anti-Comministic Agreement, 


In view of the present situation in China, we demand China to 
epvrove the stationing of Japanese Army forces for preventing communism 
at defined places during the term of validity of the said agreement, and 
to make the Inner Mongolian district a special anti-communism zone, 


As to the economic relations between Japan and China, Japan has 
no ambition for economic monopolization, and will not request China to 
restrict the interests of the third nations of good will, which would act 
undex the complete understanding of the new Zest Asia. We only hope to 
realize coopveration and collaboration between the two countries at all costr. 


Based upon the principie of eauality between the two countries, Japan 
demands China to erant the Japansse subjects freedom of residence and busi- 
ness in China so as to promote the economic profits of the two countrics, 
and, in view of the historical and economic relations between the two countries 
to bestow Japan conveniences positive) in North China and Inner Mongolia so 
as to exploit and utflize their resources, 
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What Japan cemands China were outlined above, If China perfect; 
understood our ren) intention for Uhe mobilizavion of such trescuésa "Sots 
it woul? be cléar to her what Japan Cemands China is nex tuer a tarcitory " r 
compensation of war expenditure, Ye only demand the ninimm cenit :
